Memorizing TV Channels 

Auto-scan will search and memorize all available channels in your area. 
In the Channel tab of the Setup dialog box, all scanned and memorized 
channels are check marked. If you haven't done channel scanning when 
you first started using the application, simply follow the auto-scan 
procedure below.

Teletext Page 

There are two page numbers displayed on the first line of each teletext 
page. The page number on the left is the page number that you have 
selected or keyed in. The one appears in the middle of line is the page 
number of the currently displayed teletext data. 

The newly selected page number will appear on the upper left corner of 
the page. Sometimes, this may take a short while to retrieve the newly 
selected teletext page.

Setting the Audio Mode
